Improvement in Machinery for Manu- 
facturing Pasteboard. 





E. L. Perkins, of Boston, Massachusetts, has | 
invented an improvement in the manufacture of 
paper-boards for uniting, by the use of suitable 
paste or cement, two or more sheets or rolls of 
paper, to produce thick paper or board. The 
machine contains devices for supporting the rolls 
of paper and allowing them to be drawn along 
as occasion requires; a suitable paste reservoir 
or fount, for containing a supply of paste; a 
distributing or delivering roll, for conveying the 





paste to the surface of one or more of the 
sheets; variable gauge rolls or bars, for regulating 
the amount of paste thus delivered, to insure a 
uniformly even winding of the board upon the 
winding-shaft, and to admit between the sheets 
of paper a very large amount of paste, which 
forms a body of itself; and, finally, the method 
of driving the entire mechanism by power trans- 
mitted from the final winding-shaft without the 
interposition of press or draft rolls, by which 
tension lateral wrinkling of the board is avoided, 
and the sheet of paper is compelled to hug the 
various rolls it passes. 

The illustrations accompanying this descrip- 
tion represent, in Fig. 1, a front elevation, and 
in Fig. 2 a side elevation. 

In the illustrations, A represents the frame of 
the machine as composed of side standards or 
housings, B B, united by suitable crossbeams, C C, 
each standard itself being, in the present in- 
stance, composed of two uprights, a b, spanned 
by horizontal rails b‘c d. Between the front up- 
rights a a, and at the lower part thereof, a hori- 
zontal paste-trough, D, which rests upon such up- 





or cement, is placed. 

The paste-delivering roll is shown at E as 
partially submerged in the paste in the trough 
D, and supported at its journals in boxes e e, 
affixed to the under side of the rails ¢ c, such 
roll E being composed of cast-iron or any suit- 
able material. 

The reels cr drums for containing the con- 
tinuous sheets of paper, two in number, are 
shown respectively at F and G, the former, F, 
being mounted in bearings f /, affixed centrally, 
or thereabout, to the top of the side rails b/, and 
the latter, G, in boxes g, affixed to the rear 
lower part of the uprights b, and each drum or 
its pulley being provided with a friction scrap 
h, which, by friction upon the drum or its 
pulley, causes a drag upon the paper. H and I 
represent two horizontal parallel rollers, placed 
closely together, and mounted in boxes i j, 
affixed to the under forward part of the side 
rails b!, while J and K represent a pair of rolls, 
placed one over the other, above the paste-trough 
D, and mounted at their journals in boxes k l, 
disposed within guideways m, created in the 
front uprights a, the boxes k of the lower roll K 
being stationary, while the boxes / of the upper 
roll J are adjustable vertically, and depressed by 
screws m’‘, a spring, x, being interposed between 
the two pairs of boxes to force the rolls apart, 
in order to permit the passage of a large body of 
paste, which a press or elastic roll will not per- 
mit. L L represent a pair of horizontal parallel 
idle-rollers, supported in boxes o p, depending 
from the central part of the rails c. The rollers 
E, I, J and K are connected by means of a gang 
of connecting friction or gear wheels, q r sf, 
applied one to each roller-journal, respectively, 
and intermediates r w, as shown in Fig. 2, while 
the rolls F, G, H, L, L/ and M are idle. 

The winding beam or shaft is shown at N as 
mounted at its journals in boxes «, affixed to the 
upper rear corner of the rails b/, this shaft bei: z 
driven by power applied to its end or journal, 
and constituting the sole driving agent of the 
machine, the entire mechanism being operated 
by draft from the paper as it is wound upon such 
shaft. 

The upper continuous sheet O of paper from 
the drum F is led downward below the roll H; 
thence upward between the latter and the roll I, 
and over the said roll I; thence over the roll J, 
and between it and the roll K; and thence under 
the roll M, and from the latter to the winding 
shaft N. 

The lower sheet P of paper from the drum G 
is led over the roll L’; thence downward between 
such roll and the roll L, and below the latter; 
thence over and in contact with the paste-de- 
livering roll E; thence upward between the rolls 
K and J, and joining the upper sheet, and pass- 
ing in company with it through the latter rolls; 
thence, under the roll M, is wound with it about 
the shaft N. 

For certain purposes it is preferable to change 





the direction of the upper sheet of paper by 
carrying it from the roll H about the roll I, and | 
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wn in dotted tines I2, thus avoiding carrying 


| the two sheets together between the gauge rolls J 


K. The lower sheet P receives from the paste- 
roll E (which, as shown by the arrow, runs in a 


sheet) a coat of paste, which serves not only to 
cement the two sheets of paper together, but to 
interpose a body of paste which adds to the 
stiffness and body of the product.

To obtain a tension or drag upon the united | 


sheet, by which to insure a compact and uni- 
formly perfect union of them as they accumu- 
late above the winding-shaft, and to prevent the 
wrinkled and uneven surface of the board which 


relaxed, the journals of the supply-drums F and 
G are weighted. 


The united sheets of paper reach the final | 


winding-shaft before the moisture of the ‘paste 
has had time to thoroughly permeate them. 
As the sheets become moist after the winding 





paste shall be incorporated with a given amount 
of paper. 

An important result of the use of variable 
gauge rolls is, that if the sheet of paper varies 
in thickness in different points, which frequently 
occurs, the thickness in ‘Aste varies in accord- 
ance therewith, and al rd of uniformly even 
thickness is said to be o . ained. 

The claims of the inve or are: 


‘‘In machinery for making paper-board, in 


| combination with a power winding-roll, gauging 


rolls or bars to measure the quantity of paste |

|} and to be embodied in vith, the several sheets 
would result if the tension or drag upon it was | 


upon the shaft begins, the swelling and expan- | 


sion due to the moisture from the paste creates a 
powerful pressure, which compacts and solidifies 
the entire coil of board or thick paper, and in- 
sures a perfect union of the two sheets. As the 
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draft upon the two sheets, throughout the entire 
process, comes entirely from the winding-shaft, 
wrinkling or ribbing will be avoided, which 
would naturally result were the winding-shaft 
connected with the rest of the mechanism, or if 
interposed draft or press rolls were employed.

For the same reason no compensating or regu- | 


lating mechanism is necessary, as each sheet 
travels freely from its roll to the winding- 
shaft. 

The rolls J and K perform an important

office, in that they govern the thickness of the | 


body of paste delivered upon the lower sheet in- 
terposed between the two, and thus prevent the 


spiral winding of the board about the arbor, | 


which would result did its thickness vary upon 
opposite sides. 
The rolls J and K are in no sense pressure 


rolls, as will be instantly seen—in fact, the upper | 


roll is forced away from the lower roll by power- 
ful springs. 
be fatal, as the gauge-rolls are intended to con- 
stitute a gate or gauge to admit of the passage 
of a comparatively large body of paste, varying 
in thickness with circumstances. 

In the production of certain classes of thick 
papers, it is necessary to admit a thick body of 
paste between the various sheets of paper, which 
body, as before stated, forms a hard intermediate 
body. If the sheets of paper, after being pasted, 
are led between pressure rolls, or subjected to 
the action of a doctor, the paste is expressed to 


Pressure-rolls in this locality would | 


such an extent as to leave only a thin film, en- | 


tirely inadequate, and the object heretofore in 
employing press rolls has bdéen to remove all 
surplus paste. 


It will be seen that in this machine the pasted | 


sheets do not, as in other machines (in which 


press or draft rolls are employed) lead through | 


an arbitrary contracted space under pressure, 
but are free to maintain any thickness which 
may be permitted by the space between the 
gauge rolls J and K; and the object in leading 
the sheets of paper through the machine by 
draft, as exerted by the winding reel or shaft, is 
in part to avoid the crowding out of the paste, 
and in part to avoid the wrinkling and ribbing 
of the material, which results to a greater or less 
extent when carried through pressure rolls, as 
the edges of the sheet are always longer, and 
consequently looser, than the centre, and in pass- 
ing two sheets with paste interposed between 
press rolls which exclude all but a very thin 


film of paste, especially if these press rolls | 


act to draw the material along, a greater 
or less amount of wrinkling unavoidably takes 
place. 


Before proceeding to manufacture a quantity | 


of thick paper or board the gauge rolls are set to 
admit a given amount of paste, as it is designed

British Trade Report. 





The course of trade during the past month has 
been in all respects fully as quiet and dull as in 
the preceding month. The state of affairs in 
the political world has remained so little im- 
proved, that the commercial world in general, 
and the staple industries of the country in par- 
ticular, still show but a languishing condition, 
and no buoyancy has been observable: neither

has any indication been felt of any tendency 
towards recovery in any branch of business. 
The intervening Easter holidays have perhaps 
added to the inactivity that has prevailed in bus- 
iness matters; and, striking a balance, we think 
it must be conceded that the tendency still in- 
clines more towafds the retrograde than the 
progressive. In hand-made writing papers a 
smaller than usual demand exists for the ordi- 
nary trade requirements for the general run of 
miscellaneous account book sizes, and orders are 
very small, and not numerous. The export de- 
mand has called for nothing noteworthy, beyond 
the usual small parcels of ledger papers that 
are required for the colonial market month 
by month. The makers seem to be fully em- 
ployed, but are not pushed to any inconvenient 
extent. For machine-made writings the demand 
has continued much the same as in the preceding 
month—small, steady, and without the slightest 
animation or tendency towards improvement. 
Most of the makers complain of smallness of

last, have been just about maintained and are 
steady, and the market is not forced by jobbing 
parcels. There has been a considerable falling 
off of late in the consumption of engine-sized 
writings; the general slackness of trade and the 
easier price and full supply of the tub-sized pa- 
pers has caused them to be much less used, and 
they do not obtain buyers as they lately did. 
Watching the further course of printing papers 
during the past month, we have looked in vain 
for any evidence of a sign of change for the bet- 
ter in this department of the trade; indeed, 
acknowledging the inexorable logic of facts, the 
evidence has been the other way. We have no 
reason to believe that the artistic, manufactur- 
ing, commercial, and journalistic consumption 
of paper in every-day life of the community has 
to any material extent lessened, but compara- 
tively to the supply that is needed to be sent for- 
ward by producers, the consumption of paper 
does, or apparently does, dwindle, and retro- 
gression has been the feature of the trade most 
observable again of late, as the makers of these

** want of orders;” and whether it be that a nor- 
mal consumption finds an increased supply or a 
normal supply finds a diminished consumption, 
the market has gone further against producers, 
as the better class of esparto printings may be 
bought for a farthing per pound less than at this 
time last month. The commoner kinds of print- 
ings and news are also offered at about an eighth 
less per pound. Small hands, 
browns, &c., are without any change to report 
since our last,

‘April 16, 1877. 

There is not the least improvement in our trade; 
with the exception of a fair amount of business 
being done in the finer classes of paper, nothing 
is doing. I informed you some weeks ago that 
war seemed to be the inevitable result of the 
Eastern question, and now it is perfectly certain 
that war will be declared within a few hours. 
Nothing but a marvel can prevent it. And so 
Russia is going to fight for the Christians and 
Christianity. How much obliged the Xians 
ought to feel! Russia’s policy has been a wail- 
ing one, waiting for the spring and fair weather. 
Though our Liberal statesmen have speechified, 
raved, fumed, written, pamphleteered and sick- 
ened everybody to death with their fearful twad- 
dle about Turkish, Bulgarian, Servian, Bosnian, 
Montenegrin and a few more specially selected 
“atrocities,” the mass of the people has not been

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deceived. The tactics of Russia are plainly dis- 
cernible, and have been so to an honest and sane 
politician all along. Instead of our Liberals 
burying party feeling and thirst for office to 
join in one great and unanimous expression of 


| disgust at Russian fraud and deceit, they have 
forgotten they are Englishmen, and by their | 
mean and rabid vaporing and scribbling have |

At any rate 
a circular was drawn up and sent to all the mills 
in England requesting each paper-maker to go 
on short time. The circular, though, will hardly 
carry much weight. Where are the names of the

antee has A that if he shuts down his mill for 
half time that B and C will do so? If B gets a 
good order he will go ahead as usual, and so 
would C, and very likely A too. Paper-makers 
are not like other manufacturers. They make 
an article under the one name of paper, which 
takes in trade twenty different forms. Now iron 
is iron, whatever form it is in, and the iron- 
masters can always agree on this account. But 
sometimes paper is rag, straw, esparto, wood, 
clay, besides hundreds of mixtures of all these 
materials. No, combination will never take 
place simply on this account, and also because 
there are too many small makers, who, of 
course, are desirous of something to eat occa- 
sionally, and must sell. Whatever is done must 
be done quickly. I am afraid the only thing 
that is certain to come is stopping work alto- 
gether. 

This morning a large maker told me he was 
tendered the following very tempting offer: 
Four hundred reams per week of printing, 52- 
| inch web, each real to contain six reams, and the 
paper to be paid for per perfect sheet. Price 
3%¢d., less 5 per cent. discount! If, I were to 
write you ten letters I could not tell you any- 
thing more to the point than this. Here, then, 
is the condition of ourtrade. I need hardly add, 
the order was refused. 

There is a very interesting inquiry going on 
before a select committee in the House of Com- 
mons on the Tyne Improvement Bill. Mr. 
James McWilliams gave the following figures 
respecting the esparto trade at Tyne Dock. 
Esparto was first introduced in 1861. Quantity 
then about 5,000 tons. In 1865 it was 51,500 
tons. The largest amount was in 1875, when it 

















In the Tyne, in 1871, it was 65,000 tons. It fell 
in subsequent years, but now stood at 48,000 
tons. In 1871 one-third of the whole import 
came to the Tyne. The falling off had been 
caused by want of railway trucks at Tyne 
Dock, The facilities now were ample. 

Mr. Christian Allhusen, the chairman of the 
Tyne Chemical Company, the largest in the 
world, was also examined at the same inquiry, 
and gave some very interesting information. 
He said his company paid one-fourteenth of the 
whole rates of the borough of Gateshead, and 
| consumed 182,000 tons of coal in producing 
62,000 tons of goods. He also said that several 
concerns on the Tyne did not pay any dividend 
at present. Some of the firms were working at 
| a loss. Two works had been shut up on the 
Tyne since 1876, and one had stopped payment. 
| His works would have had to stop if he could 
not have afforded to lose £36,000. This evidence 
gives an idea of how things are looking in the 
chemical trade.

| were in good demand, and of the other qualities 
| middle-classed strong linens moved freely; all 
the other grades were more or less neglected. 
Gunny still keeps in good demand, and stocks 
are very small, Waste Papers.—The better 
grades moved freely at full prices, while low- 
graded stocks were offered without finding buy- 
ers at late figures. Prices are about as follows: 
Linens, 24s. to 27s.; seconds, 20s.; thirds, 1s. 
Best cotton, 22s.; seconds, thirds, 15s, ; 
| blue cottons, 16s. Mixed linens and cottons, 16s, ; 
| colored cottons, 11s. ; London fines, 23s. ; outshots, 
17s. to 10s. tsparto—Spanish, £10; Algerian, 
£7 10s.; Mogadore, £6; Palm leaves, about £5; 
purely nominal business.” 

Chemicals.—The market is much the same as

I have seen several paper-makers this morning, 
and one and all testify to a very extraordinary, 
dull state of trade. AsI have frequently ob- 
served in these columns, there cannot be any 
change until this confounded Eastern affair is 
arranged. Why Russia does not declare war at 
once and “go in and win™ I can't 
seeing her great superiority as a power over the 
poor sick man. But the slow and in- 
active diplomacy drags its weary length along, 
and we—indeed, the whole of Europe—are await- 
ing the final issue. This week will, I feel certain, 
decide matters. If war happens, and I don’t see 
anything else can take place, trade will take 
some change surely. Even if things get worse, 
and wholesale bankruptcy takes place, it will be 
better than the present anxiety and uncertainty. 

Home markets are worse, decidedly, this week. | 
Fibres of all kinds seem to keep their prices up, 
but chemicals and coals do not seem able to 
stand. There can be no doubt whatever that if 
matters go on much longer as they are now our 
manufacturers will have to close. Hundreds of 
workmen will have to be discharged, and general 
misery will be the result. All this has resulted 
from the want of pluck and honesty in our Gov- 
ernment. Had we stated our policy at the first, 
and not paid such attention to the voice of *‘ the 
people,” as the Christian politicians call their 
few ragamuffin adherents, should have 
stopped this new Russian crusade, this ** Holy 
war.” 

Mill news is scarce again this week. 
correspondents are gloomy, and report 
little doing.” I hear that Wrigley & Sons, of 
Bury, have had tostop several of their machines 
on account of the state of trade. 

The Rochdale Paper Company advertises for a 
traveler and collector.

Obituary. 


EDWARD SEYMOUR. 


Edward Seymour, of the firm of Scribner, 
Armstrong & Co., publishers, died at Bloomfield, 
N. J., on Saturday evening last after a short but 
severe illness. Mr. Seymour was one of the best 
known and highly respected and esteemed of our 
literary men. He was about 43 years of 
age, the son of a clergyman, and was graduated 
at Yale College in 1860. For many years he 
held responsible positions on The New York Times, 
from whence he went in 1868 to associate him- 
self with the publishing firm of which, two years 
later, he became, and has since continued, a 
member. Mr. Seymour belonged to the Presby 
terian communion, and engaged actively in the 
work of the Sunday-school. His genuine kind- 
ness of heart and his cordiality of manner made 
for him a wide circle of friends, not only among 
those engaged in the book trade, but with 
authors, both at home and abroad, and, indeed, 
among all classes of the community. He was a 
member of ‘The Century,” of this city. Mr. 
Seymour was a man of literary tastes,-a good 
public speaker, and a clear and entertaining 
writer. As a publisher he was full of suggestions 
and of enterprise, and a hard and conscientious 
worker. He seldom wrote over his own name, 
but critical articles from his pen have frequently 
appeared @uring the last few years, both in The 
Times and Secribner’s Monthly. One of his latest 
and most valuable pieces of literary labor was 
the editing and condensation of the memoirs of 
Canon Kingsley. Mr. Seymour leaves three 
children and a wife—the daughter of Rev. J. M. 
Sherwood, editor of the American Presbyterian 
and Princeton Quarterly. The tidings of his 


| death will be received with genuine sorrow by 4 


great many people by whom he was highly es- 
teemed far his manly integrity, geniality, and 
unfailing good nature. Though his career was 
comparatively uneventful, he filled a large meas 
ure of usefulness, and he leaves behind him the 
record of a busy and well spent life.

Foreign Notes. 





An Italian edition of the Papier Zeitung is 
published by Civelli, of Florence, under the title 
of Il Cartaio (the Paper Dealer). It includes the 
stationery and connected trades. Italy has 213 
paper mills, in only a few of which is the paper 
machine made. 

In 1874, the Swedish Diet lowered the import 
duty on foreign printing and blotting papers, 
colored or not, from four to two Gre (‘4 to \¢d.) 
per Ib., other papers paying 1d. It is found that 
Sweden does not produce either sufficient or good 
enough paper for its own consumption, and the 
Diet is considering the advisability of abolishing 
the import duty, or at least of keep'ng it within 


its nominal bounds, which in practice it has ex- 


ceeded.
